Pennsylvania's new county poll tax 
will be collected by Edwin P. Dold. 
Narberth's tax collector, but perhaps 
will not be collected by Peter C. Hess, 
Lower Mcrion's treasurer, according to 
statements made by these two this 
week. 

The tax, according to an act passed 
by the State Legislature May 13 of 
this year, is fifty cents per poll for all 
inhabitants of this county over 21 
years of age. It is to be paid in lieu 
of the taxes on trades, occupations and 
professions which has to date been 
effective at a rate of three mills in this 
county. It does not affect the county 
millage tax on assessed real estate val- 
uation. 

Collector Dold in a statement this 
week requests all Narberth individuals 
over 21 to change the amount ex- 
tended for occupational county tax on 
their bills to the 50-cent charge in- 
stead. His bills were sent out several

Don't have as 
many cars as we have. . . . Averagi 
wages here $5, $7, $8 a week, for man 
or woman." 

On July 4 Mr. Cotter wrote from 
Meissen that he was meeting Rotarians 
everywhere, and going with one from 
Belgium on that day; had just had a 
trip ont to the mountains, and was pro- 
ceeding next to Lucerne in Switzcr-

Warning Against Meningitis 

Also Issued by L. M. 

Health Board. 



COLLEGE SEEKS PIPES 



Although no cases of infantile 
paralysis have been reported in Main 
Line communities this season, health 
officials here are taking no chances, 
as a result of the epidemic in New 
York and vicinity. The contagion 
there is expected' to number thousands 
of cases before fall, and to be a recur- 
rence of the one in 1916. 

The disease, which is at its worst 
in the summer months, was warned 
against in a letter sent 48 physicians in 
Lower Merion by the Township 
Health Board July 8. According to a 
report by its president, Dr. B. K 
Wilbur, at its meeting Monday night 
in Ardmore, doctors are requested to 
inform health authorities immediately 
upon detecting any symptoms and to 
order patients under quarantine im 
mediately, pending confirmation of 
their findings. 

In Philadelphia, only nine cases have 
been reported this year, the same nuni 
her as last year, which is considered 
small. 

Similarly warned against is a prob- 
able epidemic of meningitis, which is 
due in its 12-year cycle this year, fol- 
lowing a number of cases that caused 
deaths in 1919. 

Preventive measures were pointed 

out by Dr. Wilbur as having lessened 

considerably the diphtheria danger 

here. Physicians and parents are again 

requested to conform with the health 

board's provision for inoculating all 

children with toxin and anti-toxin. 

• Also discussed at the board meeting 

Monday was the Mill Creek's pollu 

tion by sewage from a Villanova Col 

lege overflow. A letter was read from 

Dr. Frederick T. Jones, president of 

Radnor's township commission, in 

which it was proposed that Lower 

Merion's sewage system he connected 

with that of the college, which is in 

Radnor Township. Radnor will be 

unable to effect any relief for perhaps 

two years, he declared. Details of the 

extension of Lower Merion's system 

into Villanova will be discussed at 

Wednesday's meeting of the Health 

and Drainage Committee at Ardmore.

And didn't the "glads" do well with 
all the rain? 

August is a good month in which 
to feed peonies. New eyes are being 
formed now to flower next spring and 
the old reliable pair — bone meal and 
hardwood ashes — is the best formula. 
About four to six inches from the 
outer stems and about two inches deep 
is the proper place. Allow the old 
stems to remain until freezing weather 
and then cut them close to the ground. 

August should be the time to make 
plans for fall work and spring blos- 
soms in the perennial garden and also 
for the fall planted hardy bulbs. 

Try some breeder tulips as well as 
Darwin and cottage colors. The three 
types may be planted together if we 
are careful of their respective heights, 
flowering seasons and color combina- 
tions. The Darwins give us pinks and 
brighter colors, the breeders the darker 
and richer tones, while in the cottage 
varieties we get the good yellow and 
orange colors with the flaring shaped 
flower. The cottage and breeders 
show cup-shaped flowers.

Fall web worms are conspicuous on 
trees and shrubs but the foliage that 
has been carefully sprayed for Japanese 
beetles will prove a last supper for the 
web worms. The black walnut cater- 
pillar is also working on unsprayed 
walnut trees but the beetle-sprayed 
trees will prove their undoing. 

Evergreen azalea foliage should be 
green at this time. If the leaves have 
a dull or silvery appearance look care- 
fully on the under side for lace wing 
flies, or their pitchy marks, and spray 
with pyrethrum-soap solution.

Six pools have been made, 
and a waterfall that sounds a cooling 
tinkle. The planting of androcases, 
saxifrages, alpine poppies, daphnes and 
dwarf evergreens is going ahead and 
spring will find a real rock garden. 
Giving nature a little guidance in 
showing off her beauty for our enjoy- 
ment is a part of the garden art. 



August Turf Protection 
From Beetle Grubs Advised 



Feed poison to the newly-hatched 
Japanese beetle grubs in lawn and 
golf-course turf is the recommenda- 
tion of Charles K. Hallowell, Philadel- 
phia representative of the Pennsylvania 
State College Extension Service. Five 
pounds of arsenate of lead to each 
1000 square feet is the material to 
broadcast. This should be mixed with 
a heavier material, such as 75 pounds 
of dry bar sand, which will take the 
poison to the grass roots where the 
grubs will be sure to eat it. 

The winged female beetle deposits 
her fifty to sixty eggs during August, 
preferably on closely-clipped grass ex- 
posed to the sun. In about ten days 
eggs hatch into young grubs which 
immediately start to feed on grass 
roots. It is advisable to apply the ar- 
senate of lead at once, that it may be 
ready for the grubs' first meal. New- 
ly-hatched grubs are more readily 
poisoned than those that have their 
growth. 

Demonstrations conducted in the 
Philadelphia area indicate that one ap- 
plication of arsenate of lead is effective 
for at least four years. Several com- 
munities are arranging meetings at

F.vcry cow in the herd that 
had once freshened, regardless of age 
or stage of lactation, was included in 
computing this average, according to 
Advanced Registry Superintendent W. 
A. Kyle, of the National Ayrshire 
Breeders' Association at Brandon, Ver- 
mont. 

Individual honors in the herd were 
secured by Fico's Favorite Thclma.a 
five-year-old which produced 205" 
pounds milk, 81.99 pounds of butter- 
fat: Penshurst Snowbird 2d, a seven- 
vear-old which produced 2014 pounds 
inilk, 80.76 pounds buttcrfat; Leto's 
Favorite Betty of Hill Top. a six-year- 
old which produced 2288 pounds milk 
73.22 pounds butterfat: Penshurst I!c 
lite, a six-year-old which produced 1'0 
pounds milk, 61.91 pounds butterfat, 
and Penshurst Red Kate, an eight- 
year-old which produced 1722 pounds 
millk, 61.48 pounds fat.
